Pastor Demands Discrimination End 


The Rev. J. P. Carrigan, pastor of 
Glenwood Springs, who sent Mr. Mc- 
Lain’s letter to The Denver Catholic 
Register, wrote to the editor of that 
paper as follows: 

“Every single teachers’ agency in 
this state applies the religious test to 
applicants and they do this because 
school board after school board de- 
mands to know the religion of pros- 
pective teachers. Even when Catholic 
girls are graduates of the Colorado 
State Teachers college in Greeley, 
they find it difficult to get a public 
school job. There are some Catholics 
employed in public school positions, 
but they are few and far between and 
their number is becoming scarcer year 
after year. There has been no. dis- 
position, however, not to take our 
taxes. 

“When, a few years ago, efforts 
were made to get a law on the books 
that would set a fine or imprisonment 
for use of the religious test, Catholics 
were accused of stirring up the relig- 
ious strife that ‘everybody else was 
trying to calm down.’ The logic was 
preposterous. The fact that the legis- 
lature refiised to consider the law was 
merely a continuation of the Klan 
spirit.
